WE WILL. KEEP OUT OP TROUBLE. 


A prominent British admiral is so con- 


vinced of'the great strength of his conn- 
trv and' the United States that he says: 


"If the United Slntes ami.Great Brit- 


ain, the two greatest nations on 
the 


earth get their fleets together they could 
undoubtedly maintain the peace of the 
,world..The feeling between the two conn- 
tris now is mo.?t amicable and it needs 
only an agreement of some kind to ce- 
ment this feeling into a coalition such 
as could control the destinies of the uni- 
verse." 


This is of course very nice, but to be 


honest is it really true? There has been 
lots of. talk of. late years about this 
country/deciding the dc-tinies of the uni- 
verse and when the-war began with Ja- 
pan and Russia tlicrc existed an idea this 
coiurtry was to calmly settle every dis- 
puted point. 
We were to hold aloft 


the flaming, glories of diplomatic com- 
mands, and at its wave, the contestants 
wore to do or not to do an.d carefully 
walk the chalk line. Tn this we were re- 
inforced by European diplomats who for 
their own purposes as then formulated, 
were satisfied to restrain the combat- 
tants. ]!ut in .fact is it to be presumed 
if the god of'war let loose the chuins 
and China is IfuITcted to and fro and 
England and Japan, France ami Russia 
send forth contending armies nnd fleets, 
that,the United States is to be involved 
in bloody war.because of any fancied 
belief it is our duty to protect tne hcuth- 
ens of the orient. For the pitiful amount 
of trade we secure from China would 
not for n moment be of consideration, as 
compared with the cost of war and trou- 
ble. 
• 


Very fortunately there exist no such 


intentions on tho part of the national 
a'dministrntion. Beyond a prudent look- 
out for our interests Japan and Tluhsin, 
Japan. Kng^nnd, France and Russia may 
contend, but we will remain serene pro- 
tecting the proper interests of American 
citizens in the troublesome zone. 
'Eng- 


land and the United States may be in- 
deed the two most powerful nations in 
tiie world aggregated together, but the 
paths of the two arc essentially different.

It has not, :been so very many years 


since, this country was really excluded 
..from several countries of Europe :md as 
for "tire A'aintic 'trade it cut no figure 
.worth mentioning, but our .progress has 
been 'sle.idj- nnd it has ;\£ no time ever 
lost a step it hnd gained. Therefore it 
is in Germany, in England, in France, in 
.Spain, in Italy and in Russia even, Amer- 
ican concerns have added to their volume 
'of trade at the expense of foreign con- 
cerns.
